The cnifty diplomacy of Premier Lloyd George of Great Britain

Mr. George has warn- 
ed Europe of the menage of the Red Army of 1,500,000 men, and he 
has told Russia that the soviet must adopt the code of honor of all 
Europeon nations. 

President Poineare of Prance replies that Continental Europe 
does nut fear Trotsky's army. He gives three reasmis to support his 
statement: ¥int, he does not believe the Red army is as big as it is 
said 1o be; second, the soviet could not support the army if it went 
beyond the Russian boundary, and third, the arm is needed so much 
in Bnasia that the soviet would not'dare to let the troops inarch forth. 
In brief, Poineare contends that the Bed Army is the soviet police 
force. 

It is well that Mr. George's diplomatic strategy failed with the 
United States and France. Trotaky and his soldiers are not starving ; 
nor are they working. If Rnftia vould have secnred recognition and 
a large loan, it could \\:\w supported the Trotsky Reds indefinitely, 
and it is the Red Army that is imposing communism on Russia. The 
time is near at hand when Lenine will want money more than 1,500.- 
000 Bed soldiers. 

HXGHBB PBZOBS AHD LOWBB WAOES. 

Two tendencies that could somewhat retary the great business 
revival which is now' going forward rapidly are large increases in 
construction prices and strenuous resistance to wage reductions. Ex- 
cessive rise in prices would temporarily check building after aeveral 
months, wliile opposition to necessary wape reductions W(^4> if it I 
should develop into strikes, have serious consequences.

France has increased her tariff du- 
ties by a system ot oo-effidents, some 
of the pre-war rates being doubled and 
others oincreased from five to ten 
times. Belgium has Increased her tar- 
iff rates and has doubled the duties on 
goods cominp from Oermany, the de- 
cree h.TvIng been extended to other 
countries whose currencies have de- 
preciated relative to (hat of Belgium. 

Italy adopted a now general tariff 
in June, 1921, and the request of the 
American Ambassador for a modiHca- 
tlon of the duties on typewriters was 
ourtir iretosed. With reference to the 
duties on prodnots o fmeohanlcal in- 
dnstries, It waa sUted that the new 
Italian tariff Is intended to ramedr tbe 
coniditton of absolute inferiority In 
which sneh industries And them- 
•ehrea. 

Spain has made drastic tariff 

changes, a preamble to the Royal De- 
cree of .Tune 3. 1921. stating it was 
"the Intention of the Spanish govern- 
ment to accord to Spanish Industry a 
degree of protection .as high as is 
compatible with other Spanish inter- 
ests." 

Japan has :in emergenc tariff in 
force pendint; a general revision. 
"Stwh changes as were made in the 
Japanese tariff are designed to fur- 
nish additional safeguards for Japan- 
ese industries, to protect new Indos- 
trtea and to prevent dunpiag." 

The CMieral Kuropean eonntlee 
have adopted enstoms prorislons to 
restrict iraportatlona. and in April last 
Gemiany placed on the dutiable Hat 
many fiiod artlelas.

— The 
avaraga oost o( prodi^oing Bnrlay to- 
haooon on T4 fhrms in the Bnrlagr dis- 
trict of Kentnoky jfras SI* eeuts a 
pound in 1910 as compared irtth an 
average o( 26.8 cents in 1919. The 
average cost of producing dark fire— 
cured tobacco on fifty farms in the 
(lark tobacco urea of Kentucky was 
14.9 cents a pound in 1920 as compared 
with 17.2 cents In 1919, and was less 
than ont»-half the cost of _ producing 
Rurloy. These figures are disclosed in 
a cost-of-production study made by 
the College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky and the I'nlted 
States Department of Agriculture un- 
der a oo-operative arrangement Fig- 
ures for 1921 are now being tabnlated. 

The yield per acre on the seventy- 
four Bnrley farms ranged from S7t 
pounds to 1,492 pounds with an avei^ 
age of 9117.86 pounds. The cost per acre 
ranged from »160.20 to $493.60 with 
an average of $295.73. The cost per 
piiunil ranged from 20 cents to 66 
cents. Approximately eighty per cent, 
of the tobacco was produced at 37 
cents a pound or less.
